Cops look at disgraced 
former MP’s expenses

SHAMED former Labour MP 
Margaret Moran is being investigated 
by police for her controversial 
expenses claims. 

It is understood the Metropolitan 
Police suspect former Luton South 
MP Ms Margaret Moran of submit¬ 
ting claims for work which was not 
conducted at the house designated 
as her second home for parliamen¬ 
tary purposes. Other invoices may 
have been inflated or the dates 
altered it is claimed. 

Last November, our sister paper 
Luton & Dunstable Express, launched 
its ‘Get Moran Out’ campaign which 
called for her resignation as an MP 
and for then Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown to sack her as a Labour Party 
member after he branded her claims 
‘unacceptable’. 

Her most notorious claim was for 
£22,500 worth of treatment for dry 
rot at her Southampton home. 

One receipt, for work to replace a 
boiler and associated work at her 
Luton property for more than 
£14,000, is from a company which is 
not registered, according to The 
Daily Telegraph. 

The VAT number provided on the 
invoice is not valid, according to HM 
Revenue and Customs. 

The address on the invoice is resi¬ 
dential. The builder who lives there 
told The Daily Telegraph on Tuesday 
that he had been contacted by the 
police. He denied fitting a boiler for 
Ms Moran. 

He said: “I told the police that the 
way the invoices were written out, I 
didn’t write them. I’ve never been 
there [to Ms Moran’s house] 

Another of the claims explored by 


the police is for £130 under the 
Communications Allowance for 
Labour-branded Christmas cards to 
send to constituents. 

Her house, in Alexandra Avenue, 
Luton, has been ‘sold - subject to 
contract’ according to estate agent 
Haart’s website. 

Since leaving, Ms Moran has been 
in the process of selling her con¬ 
stituency home for £250,000 - a prof¬ 


it of £177,000 on what she paid for it. 

People who have worked for Ms 
Moran are thought to have been 
questioned by police, or will be in the 
near future. 

The Daily Telegraph also claims she 
now owns five properties, one in 
Spain. 

In March, Ms Moran was involved 
in further scandal after a Channel 4 
sting caught MPs offering to lobby 


Parliament in return for cash. 

She is also under investigation by 
the Parliamentary Commissioner for 
Standards. 

Ms Moran has not been seen or 
heard from since the expenses 
scandal broke and she signed off sick 
with ‘stress’. 

The former MP was unavailable for 
comment when contacted by Luton 
on Sunday. 


Concern as 
babies and 
mum found 
with infection 

TWO babies and their mother 
have bacterial infections at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital, it 
was confirmed on Friday. 

Two other babies have also 
been found to be carrying the 
PVL Staphylococcus aureus 
strain - which is treatable - on 
their skin, but are well with no 
signs of an infection. 

The bacteria is carried by 25- 
30 per cent of the population 
and may be found in the nose 
or the skin. 

On rare occasions it 
produces a toxic substance. 

The babies affected are 
being cared for in isolation 
from others, with 
precautionary measures 
already in place including the 
screening of all babies, the 
family members of those 
infected and hospital staff in 
the unit for PVL Staph.aureus. 

The hospital said it is 
working closely with the 
Health Protection Agency and 
NHS Luton to ensure the 
continued safety and well¬ 
being of all babies in its 
Maternity Unit and Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit (NICU), 
which is not accepting 
transfers from other hospitals. 

NICU clinical director Dr 
Sarah Skinner said: "We are 
very concerned that some of 
our babies have this infection. 

"Premature babies in 
particular are prone to 
infections but we are 
confident that, with vigilance 
and with the heightened 
infection control precautions 
we have implemented, we can 
prevent this infection 
spreading and that the unit 
will soon be fully operational."

‘Poor’ care centre has not been 
re-checked for improvements

A CARE centre officially branded 
‘poor’ three months ago has not 
been re-inspected to check its 
standards have improved, we can 
reveal. 

In fuly Griffin Care Centre, in 
Moorlands Gardens, Luton, run by 
Southern Cross Healthcare Group, 
was given a ‘zero star’ rating by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC). 

It found three sub-standard areas 
- health and personal care, staffing 
and complaints and protection - 
with a further two ‘adequate’ and 
two more ‘good’. 

In one instance, a patient’s leg 
wounds were left unattended for 30 
days. 

The home (pictured), which pro¬ 
vides care for people who are over 
the age of 65 and had 80 places reg¬ 
istered in fuly, was set nine statuto¬ 
ry requirements to be met by the 
end of August. 

Since then, no inspections have 
taken place to confirm whether the 
changes have been made, and 
Luton Borough Council says it is 
currently ‘following an action plan 
which is on track to deliver the 
required improvements’. 


From October 1, all adult social 
care providers were required to be 
registered with CQC under the 
Health and Social Care Act 2008 
which requires providers to meet a 
set of new essential standards of 
quality and safety that are centred 
on providing an optimum stand¬ 
ard of care for people who use serv¬ 
ices. 

A CQC spokeswoman said: “I can 
now confirm that during registra¬ 
tion the provider (Southern Cross 


Healthcare) was registered with two 
compliance conditions. The 
provider was given until the end of 
October to be compliant. 

“CQC did inspect the Griffin Care 
Centre in fuly 2010 and nine essen¬ 
tial requirements were applied with 
a compliance date of the end of 
August 2010. 

“We will be reviewing the 
provider’s compliance with these 
standards in line with the new 
Health and Social Care Act later this 


year as part of a formal CQC inspec¬ 
tion. 

“A new interim manager has sub¬ 
mitted regular action plans and 
improvement updates to both CQC 
and the local authority since our 
last inspection in luly. 

“A follow-up meeting linked to 
concerns took place in August 2010 
and another meeting to address 
concerns is planned for later this 
month.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “In 
this case, when concerns about the 
care home standards were raised in 
lune, a multi-agency group (includ¬ 
ing the council’s adult social care, 
NHS Luton, CQC and Southern 
Cross Management) agreed a 
detailed improvement and moni¬ 
toring action plan, working closely 
with the home and incorporating 
feedback from residents and their 
families, to help them ensure a 
return to the highest possible stan¬ 
dards as quickly as possible. 

“The home is following the action 
plan and is on track for delivering 
the required improvements.” 

Phil Keeling, area manager for 
Southern Cross Healthcare, said: 
“We have worked closely with the 
CQC and social services to quickly 
develop an action plan for improve¬ 
ment and are currently implement¬ 
ing this to ensure improvements are 
made as soon as possible.” 


Questions remain as winding up order is rescinded 


A WINDING up order made against a company 
has been removed. 

Following an appeal at the High Court in 
London last week Marsh Farm Outreach CIC 
(MFO) - which was offered more than £700,000 
for a community project despite the fact it was in 
liquidation - was successful in their appeal to 
have their winding-up order rescinded. 

Its status is now ‘active’ on the Companies 
House website but Luton on Sunday under¬ 
stands there are conditions in place that MFO 
have to abide by. 

But LoS has not been able to find out from the 


parties involved what these conditions are. 

Despite repeated requests, Liberal Democrat 
Minister Andrew Stunell - who overturned the 
Government’s decision to refuse the money 
sought for the Organisation Workshop - has 
refused to comment. 

LoS has contacted his boss, Eric Pickles, 
Secretary of State for Communities and Local 
Government to see if Mr Stunell has taken a vow 
of silence and whether Mr Pickles will speak to 
us on the matter 

Mr Stunell was appointed a Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State in the Department for 


Communities and Local Government in May and 
the only comment provided by the department 
states: ‘We are understandably careful over deci¬ 
sions involving significant levels of public 
funds. 

‘Therefore it was right to suspend the project 
until we knew the details of the hearing, so that 
we could understand the situation and Marsh 
Farm Outreach’s financial position. 

‘We are receiving the necessary information, 
and as we understand the timing pressures on 
the project we will consider these quickly and 
expect to be able to give clarity shortly’.

FRENCH STRIKE CAUSES FLIGHT DISRUPTION 

FLIGHTS at Luton Airport were disrupted on 
Tuesday as French air traffic control 
continued to strike. 

17 flights in total were cancelled throughout 
Tuesday as the strike meant the planes were 
unable to travel to France, and fly over the 
country. 

The strikes are part of an ongoing dispute 
between the French government and public 


sector unions angry at proposals to increase 
the official retirement age to 62. 

0APS INJURED AFTER CAR COLLISION 

TWO pensioners were injured after they were 
hit by a car on Tuesday morning. 

The first pedestrian, a 75-year-old woman, 
was suffered a suspected broken hip while the 
second, a 73-year-old man, received only minor 
injuries. 


The collision happened in Cardigan Street, 
Luton, and it is believed the driver of the blue 
Vauxhall Vectra involved did stop at the scene 
for a short time but then left leaving no contact 
details.

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Economic growth agency axed by Whitehall 


AN agency whose purpose was to 
drive forward economic growth was 
axed this week because the 
Government will no longer pay for it. 

Luton Gateway’s funding is stopping 
next March and its executive director 
John Newton is leaving at the end of 
December. 

The company has decided to end its 
operations after Mr Newton resigns 
rather than continue for the last three 
months. 

Luton Gateway was set up by the 
Government to work in partnership 
with both Luton Borough Council and 
Central Bedfordshire Council and 
industry to attract investment, boost 
the economy, create new jobs and 
meet the demand for new homes. 

The ongoing projects which Luton 


Gateway dealt with, including the £2.4 
million regeneration of St George’s 
Square and the Ml Widening Scheme 
between junctions 6a and 13, remain 
unaffected. 

Future redevelopment plans include 
Crawley Road Car Park, the demoli¬ 
tion of Luton Bus Station and con¬ 
struction of new facilities next to the 
station. 

The northern bypasses of Dunstable 
and Luton (linking the A5, Ml, A6 and 
A505) are also part of the plans. 

A spokeswoman for the agency said: 
“The Luton Gateway was launched in 
2009 as the local delivery vehicle for 
Luton and Central Bedfordshire South 
(including Dunstable, Houghton Regis 
and Leighton Buzzard). 

“Its role was to work with local 


authorities and other local agencies 
across these areas to help to meet the 
growth and regeneration targets iden¬ 
tified by the previous government for 
the area as part of the Milton Keynes 
South Midlands (MKSM) growth area. 

“The organisation was funded by the 
Homes and Community Agency (HCA) 
until March 2011 but following the 
resignation of the executive director 
the Luton Gateway has decided to 
close the operations of the company 
from the end of December 2010. 

“Both Luton Borough Council and 
Central Bedfordshire Council will go 
on leading on the important growth 
and regeneration programmes in 
their respective areas addressing 
issues such as the environment, the 
economy and tackling deprivation.” 


Cash crisis will 
hit free transport 
for forum disabled

DISABLED over-50-year-olds face los¬ 
ing their free transport to forum meet¬ 
ings in more council cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures. 

At the Luton Senior People’s Forum last 
Monday, members were told the service 
to those attending its meetings could be 
axed. 

The service currently picks up mem¬ 
bers from their home in a special 
minibus adapted for disabled passen¬ 
gers, taking them to the Town Hall forum 
meetings six times a year. 

But from the start of 2011, they will 
have to find their own way to the gather¬ 
ings if it is so decided by Luton Borough 
Council in January. 

The forum aims to improve services by 
encouraging those aged over 50 to come 
together to discuss any concerns they 
may have. 

But the proposals have been criticised 
as hindering attendance at meetings - 
and therefore the ability of senior people 
to try to improve services. 


Mick Dillon (pictured), chief executive 
of the Disability Resource Centre, which 
provided independent information and 
advice to people with disabilities, said: “If 
people aren’t able to get to meetings with¬ 
out this transport, the main sort of ques¬ 
tions they need to be thinking about are 
how are they going to maintain that the 
views and opinions of disabled people 
are still heard? 

“I understand there are cuts and 
changes that need to be made but that 
doesn’t negate how people will be able to 
be actively engaged in the council.” 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: “With 
the council having to make budget sav¬ 
ings of £60 million over the next few 
years, transport to forum meetings cur¬ 
rently provided by the council may be a 
possible budget savings ie attendees may 
need to make their own travel arrange¬ 
ments after December. 

“But it is important to stress that no 
decision has been made and any such 
decision would need to be based on the 
outcome of an Equalities Impact 
Assessment. 

“All Luton residents of pensionable age 
are entitled to a free bus pass and most 
local buses have disabled access.”

MORE than 280,000 cigarettes were seized in a massive cus¬ 
toms operation last week. 

Several Luton businesses were caught illegally selling goods 
when their premises were visited by HM Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC). 

Officers searched retail, private and industrial premises in 
the town as part of an ongoing crackdown on the sale of illicit 
tobacco, cigarettes and alcohol. 

As well as the cigarettes, 80 kgs of smuggled tobacco, 1,000 
litres of non-duty paid spirits, 700 litres of suspect wine and in 
excess of 900 litres of illegal beer were discovered. 

The revenue evaded is estimated at £75,000. One man was 
arrested and bailed while further investigations are ongoing. 

Officers also seized a tobacco sealing machine, various 
counterfeit labels, wrapping ready for packaging and selling 
illicit hand rolling tobacco and two vehicles which were used 
to transport the goods. 

HMRC spokesman Mark Allison said: “That small minority 
who flout the law by selling illegal tobacco and alcohol are 
depriving honest shopkeepers of vital income. 

“We work closely with local people and businesses in the 
fight against this crime and encourage anyone with informa¬ 
tion relating to illegally imported goods to contact the 
Customs Hotline on 0800 595000.”

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Council under fire 
over rebate leaflets

A UNION has criticised the council for inserting 
fliers into staff payslips offering them tax rebates 
at 60 per cent - when their local tax office can get 
them a 100 per cent return. 

The leaflet told all 10,000 Luton Borough Council 
employees, including teachers and school staff, The 
Tax Refund Company would take 40 per cent from 
any returns they are due. 

The council, which paid the private firm £600 to 
have the fliers placed in payslips since June 2009, 
was this week blasted by the Public and Commercial 
Services Union (PCS). 

The criticism comes less than a month after tax 
office staff protested outside their Luton branch in 
George Street West, against proposed Government 
cuts which could affect them. 

It also comes after Luton on Sunday exclusively 
revealed between 400-500 Town Hall staff are facing 
redundancy. 

PCS spokesman Geoff Webb said: “Council 
employees would be far better to go to their nearest 
tax office for advice that is free and professional. The 
tacit endorsement of this company by the council 
not only risks financial detriment to their own work¬ 
force but also the jobs of my members, whose job it 
is to advise the public on matters of tax and tax cred¬ 
its. 

“You may recall PCS workers were demonstrating 
outside Luton Tax Office on September 29, to high¬ 
light the threat of cuts in service planned by HMRC. 

“The activities of this company are a graphic illus¬ 
tration of what might happen if reductions in serv¬ 
ice mean that there is no longer an office for the 


public to go to. We urge the council to withdraw 
these adverts from pay packets and we ask council 
employees to join PCS members outside Luton 
Town Hall at 6pm on October 20, so that we can 
campaign together against the Government, whose 
cuts are the cause of the council’s need for revenue, 
causing it to seek income in this way.” 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: “As with any serv¬ 
ice, if an individual wished to pursue this opportu¬ 
nity individually they can. 

“The flier states that Luton Borough Council nei¬ 
ther encourages or discourages staff from accepting 
proposals from advertisers.” 

David Davies, a spokesman for The Tax Refund 
Company, said: “A recent survey by mystery shop¬ 
pers contacting call centres for HMRC to test accu¬ 
racy of advice being given showed that mistakes are 
being made in 80 per cent of cases. 

“A recent report showed that almost 40 per cent of 
calls were going unanswered. 

“If you could get through that’s the first challenge 
and ultimately the Revenue is reactive not pro¬ 
active, they will answer questions that you ask but 
they rely on you to know the allowances you are 
entitled to.” 

A HMRC spokesman said: “While we understand 
that some customers may prefer to use these servic¬ 
es we would like to remind the public to very care¬ 
fully check the small print and any fees that may be 
charged. 

“We offer free and comprehensive information on 
how to claim a tax refund, and other services on our 
website. If customers need further information still, 
they should call us. 

“Our advisers are specially trained to deliver the 
most accurate, official information available, and 
any repayment due will be paid to the customer in 
full.”

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EasyJet claims victory over ‘misleading’ Ryanair adverts 


EASYJET this week won a battle 
against rival budget airline Ryanair 
over its ‘misleading’ adverts. 

The ‘cheapest way to the sun’ 
promotions were run by Ryanair in 
April, but easyJet complained to 
the Advertising Standards Agency 
[ASA] that the slogan ‘could not be 
substantiated’. 

Luton-based easyJet said the 
advert was misleading because it 
did not clarify what the claim was 
based on. 

The ASA’s ruling stated: ‘Although 
we noted the screenshots showed 
they sometimes offered cheaper 
flights than their nearest 
competitor, because they did not 
hold data that showed they were 
cheaper for the whole period of 



summer 2010, we concluded the 
claim had not been substantiated 
and was misleading’. 

EasyJet’s UK general manager 
Paul Simmons, said: “Here we go 
again, Ryanair misleading the 
public about prices. 

“We welcome the adjudication by 
the Advertising Standards 


watchdog which identifies not one, 
but two counts where Ryanair has 
tried to deceive the travelling 
public. 

“The fact that easyJet is the UK’s 
largest airline is proof in itself that 
the public can’t be fooled.” 

Ryanair spokesman Stephen 
McNamara (pictured] said: “Even 
the dogs in the street know that 
Ryanair’s average fares are just a 
fraction of those charged by all 
other airlines, including easyJet. 

“However, because easyJet can’t 
compete with our guaranteed 
lowest fares they complain about 
our adverts instead and while they 
complain we just keep offering far 
lower fares than them on much 
more punctual flights.” 


Husband shocked 
by care home story

AN 80-year-old learned his wife 
may be forced out of her care 
home when he read it in Luton 
on Sunday. 

The Mount, in Tennyson Road, 
Luton, may be shut as part of 
cost-cutting measures by Luton 
Borough Council, as this news¬ 
paper exclusively revealed earli¬ 
er this month. 

Peter Knights says his wife, 77- 
year-old Rita, has been very 
happy since she began living at 
the council-run dementia care 
home last November. 

But he was ‘shocked’ to discov¬ 
er Rita may have to be relocated 
through Luton on Sunday - and 
was not told by anyone from the 
Town Hall first. 

At a meeting at the home on 
Monday afternoon the couple 
were finally given details about 
the consultation they will be 
taking part in. 

Mr Knights, 80, of Amberley 
Close, said: “I was quite sur¬ 
prised when I saw it in the 
paper. 

“When I spoke to staff at The 
Mount they said they would tell 
us everything at a meeting. 

“But I think the council should 
have contacted us when they 
realised when it was going to be 
in the press. It was a huge shock. 


“We were asked to come to the 
meeting and the staff told us 
what was going to happen and 
the process of the consultation. 

“Everyone was really upset, the 
staff, family members and resi¬ 
dents. Some people were crying. 

“It is going to have such a bad 
effect on the people there. 

“It is so detrimental to move 
someone who has dementia. 

“My wife is so happy there, she 
gets on with everyone. 

“They say one of the reasons 
they want to close it is because 
they don’t have en-suite facili¬ 
ties, but they don’t need them. 

“They need to be washed by the 


carers and it’s not like it is in a 
communal area.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
would like to make it clear that 
no decision has been made and 
current residents, their relatives 
and carers, staff and the general 
public will all be fully involved 
throughout the consultation and 
decision-making process. 

“It is also important to stress 
that any decision made will be 
absolutely no reflection of the 
staff at The Mount who are 
extremely hard-working, com¬ 
passionate and committed to 
ensuring the care needs of the 
residents are always met.” 


Flighpath alterations put on hold... for now 


PLANS to change airliner 
flightpaths across south 
Bedfordshire have been 
postponed due to a downturn in 
air traffic levels. 

NATS, the UK’s leading air 
navigation service provider, this 
week delayed proposals for 
further consultation over 
airspace north of London. 

Residents is Kensworth, 
Studham and Whipsnade had 
been unhappy with the plans as 
it would have meant an 
increase in noise and sight 
pollution with planes flying over 
their houses. 

According to NATS, traffic 


downturn since 2008 shows air 
traffic levels are not expected 
to return to the peak levels of 
2007 until at least 2013/14. 

As a result, the plans will be 
incorporated into a wider 
review of airspace over 
southern England. 

Alex Bristol, development and 
investment director at NATS, 
said: “We are looking at 
combining the necessary 
changes in the Terminal Control 
North proposal with other 
projects currently under way to 
create a bigger benefit overall. 

“We are already working on a 
wider project involving the 


airspace over much of southern 
England. While the downturn in 
air traffic means we can take 
longer to ensure we have the 
best solution, we have always 
been clear that doing nothing is 
not a long-term option.” 

South West Bedfordshire MP 
Andrew Selous said many 
residents were opposed to the 
proposed changes: “I have made 
very strong representations on 
the part of local residents on 
flight path issues in the past 
and will continue to do so again 
if NATS come back in the future 
with plans which make life 
worse for us locally.”

Mount is an Easy Target’, according to 
a Luton Borough Council 
spokesman, ‘the health and well¬ 
being of the current residents of The 
Mount care home is our number one 
priority and will be the key factor in 
any decision that is made.’

While these schemes have a place 
they cannot attempt to address the 
heavy duty needs of those whose 
dementia has progressed to a later 
stage. They also do not address the 
needs of people under 65 years of age 
whose dementias present different 
care needs. 

We should be making care homes 
like The Mount ‘models of excellence’ 
with specifically highly trained 
employees including nurses who spe¬ 
cialise in dementia. 

The family of Violet Chater, an eld¬ 
erly resident at The Mount, have a 
right to feel upset and angry at any 
proposed move for their mother. 

As readers we have been made 
aware through your newspaper of the 
£1 million spent from local taxation 
on interpretation services for foreign 
criminals in recent times. 

Some of the areas which the council 
might like to consider cutting which 
will not involve front-line workers 
like those employed at The Mount 
might include, for a start, glossy 
council publications or propaganda. 

Another might be the army of jobs 
introduced by the previous govern¬ 
ment to implement its ill-thought out 
policies, for example diversity offi¬ 
cers, cohesion officers etc.

Going by bus takes six hours a week 
out of his life. That adds up to 12 days 
a year. Now there’s the cost - for three 
days of travel by bus, £24. 

I only put £20 of petrol in my car for 
seven days. Buses are old-fashioned, 
unreliable, and costly forms of trans¬ 
port. The car is here to stay. 

Every day we read in the newspa¬ 
pers how the authorities have caught 
another benefits cheat robbing the 
taxpayer. I wonder where this culture 
originated from? 

It couldn’t have anything to do with 
the MPs’ little fiddles, could it? It’s 
about time our glorious leaders led 
by example. If we see them being 
honest and truthful, we might follow 
suit.

Who wants Busway? 

SIR - With bulldozers knocking 
down trees, workers devastating 
more than 20 years’ worth of 
untapped natural growth and foot¬ 
paths carved by generations of fami¬ 
lies trampled by heavy duty vehicles, 
it is clear the Luton-Dunstable 
Busway is under way.

A11 appear to have fallen on deaf 
ears - that it will destroy the house 
prices for those living near it; that 
the access links for the people of 
Dunstable have the very real poten¬ 
tial to kill town centre; that it will 
cost £90 million of taxpayers’ money 
that could go to improving our 
schools, supporting the police force, 
or even, heaven forbid, fixing our 
current transport system. 

And this is not to mention that the 
contractors that Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire councils have chosen 
to employ are the same contractors 
that are yet to deliver the highly con¬ 
troversial and defective 
Cambridgeshire Guided Busway 
already 22 months behind schedule, 
costing taxpayers £180 million (and 
more than £60 million over budget).

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Ban for football 
disorder youth 
after guilty plea

A YOUTH has been banned from 
attending football matches after 
pleading guilty to affray in con¬ 
nection with a Luton Town 
match. 

He was barred from games fol¬ 
lowing disorder after Hatters’ 
game against York City at 
Kenilworth Road earlier this year. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, the juvenile was also 
given a referral order to attend 
youth offender panel meetings to 
improve his behaviour. 

Two other juveniles also pleaded 
guilty to affray in relation to 
events after the fixture on May 3. 
They were bailed pending court 
reports and will return on 
November 1 for sentencing 

On Tuesday 11 men were also 
before the court on charges of 
affray in connection with the 
game. They did not enter a plea. 

Of the 11, those from Luton are

a result, three of the 14 defen¬ 
dants pleaded guilty today. 

“This is a compelling and over¬ 
whelming case which should 
demonstrate to those involved in 
violence at football games that 
such activity will not be tolerated 
and will result in prosecution.” 

A total of eight adults have 
already received cautions for 
affray and five 15-year-olds, nine 
16-year-olds and one 17-year-old 
have all received final warnings. 

All those who received cautions 
or final warnings have entered 
into Acceptable Behaviour 
Contracts until lanuary 31, 2011 
with conditions not to go to any 
Luton Town football games and 
not to be involved in any disorder 
during this time.

Government 
debts bad... 
students’ 
debts good 


S O, is debt a good thing, or a bad thing? Let us 
look at the facts. If you are the British 
Government, it is obviously a bad thing, as it is 
telling us the national debt must be greatly 
reduced, if not eliminated, whatever the pain. 

If, on the other hand, you fancy being a university 
student, then debt is obviously a good thing. So good 
the Government plans to gready increase the debt of 
university students and charge them interest on it if 
they fail to pay it off quickly Confused? I bet you are. 
Perhaps it is the amount of debt that makes all the 
difference. 

Excuse a few figures here, and for those who do not 
like such things on a Sunday morning, look away 
now. The UK’s debt is allegedly £900 billion and ris¬ 
ing. A lot of money. It works out at roughly 64 per 
cent of our gross domestic earnings (GDP). This is 
high and much higher than of recent years. But both 
iapan and Italy have debts of more than 100 per cent 
of their GDP and the USA, at 71 per cent, is higher 
than ours. It is worth recalling that after the second 
World War our debts were 180 per cent of GDP and 
we still managed to build a record number of hous¬ 
es, schools and hospitals. 

Back to our students, who will be incurring ‘good’ 
debt. He or she, if the new proposals get through 
Parliament, could come out of university with a debt

as large as £50,000. Students will not be expected to 
pay this off until their salary gets to £21,000, which is 
still a debt to personal GDP ratio of more than 200 
per cent. 

As an aside, it is worth pointing out that if bankers 
had insisted on a ratio like that when lending money, 
particularly on sub-prime mortgages, we would not 
be in this mess at all. 

A crucial point, it seems to me, is whether or not 
the debt can be serviced, which depends on earnings 
and confidence in ability to earn. 

Like the Government is trying to do, I have reduced 
my debt recently although my mortgage messes up 
my personal debt to earnings ratio and I keep getting 
a little voice in my ear about the last Tory 
Government and interest rates. 

But I have been relaxed about it, while the 
Government seems somewhat frantic. 

Anyway, to summarise, a debt to earnings ratio of 
64 per cent is completely unacceptable and must be 
brought down to 40 per cent as swiftly as possible, 
and to help the country do this, the Government is 
suggesting that university students incur a debt to 
earnings ratio of more than 200 per cent. 

As I said, there is good debt and bad debt. Like 
everything else in life, it just depends who you are.

JAKE Howells says he is claiming the goal 
that saw England C beat Estonia 1-0 on 
Tuesday to round off a good personal 
week in which he agreed a new two-year 
contract to stay at Luton Town. 

Three Lions coach Paul Fairclough saw his 
side book their place in the International 
Challenge Trophy semi-finals after the vic¬ 
tory in Tallinn and, though the 52nd minute 
winner would be likely to go in front of the 
dubious goals panel had it been scored in 
the Premier League, the 19-year-old mid¬ 
fielder says the ball bounced off him last 
and not Estonia defender Tanel Votti to 
mark his first ever international goal. 

Howells revealed he is ‘over the moon’ 
with the goalscoring milestone in his third 
run-out in national colours - one in which 
he was employed in a number ten, free role 
just behind the strikers. 

“I’m delighted,” said the Luton youth sys¬ 
tem graduate.

that the teenager had been boasting about 
his scoring performance and has since 
been telling his Hatters pals to call him 
Dennis, after famous Holland and Arsenal 
legend Bergkamp. 

“It deflected about five or six times and 
bounced off a couple of people, but I think 
it was [his] in the end,” said the striker of 


the goal. “He didn’t know much about it 
and I think it come off his chest. He keeps 
going on about his role in the hole and 
keeps saying, ‘just call me Dennis’.
